1931. Capt. Dickson carried three 
screen executives as passengers.

MONTREAL, Que., June 17.— 


Thirteen persons were killed and at 
least 50 were injured, many seri- 
ously, when a triple explosion 
wrecked the dry dock of the Cana- 
dian Vickers company today and 
the oil tanker Cymbeline. 


Raoul Gauthier, director of the 


Montreal fire department, was one 
of the victims of the blasts. 
He 


was killed when the second and 
most powerful explosion virtually 
destroyed the dock. Four 
other 


firemen were killed by the same 
blast. Their bodies have not been 
recovered. 


FIRST AT 3:20 A. 3VL 


The first explosion, apparently in 


a forward tank, occurred at 3-20 
a. m. 
The 34 men of the crew 


were asleep m the after part of 
the ship. 


The second blast—the most dis- 


astrous—came at 4:10 a. m the 
ship, by then was a blazing mass 
and the entire fire force of ,the 
eastern district was fighting t to 
beat back the flames. 


One man, Paul Henrichon, was 


hurled from the dock to the blaz- 
ing ship and burned to, death, be- 
fore the 'eyes of his comrades, who 
were helpless to aid him.

The dock was split in half by the 


second explosion, and the foremost 
section was towed into deep water 
and sunk. 


BODIES UNDER DOCK

majority of the dead were em- 
ployes of the Vickers ship building 
plant. 


The tanker was undergoing re- 


pairs at the Vickers plant 
The 


entire night shift of 70 workmen 
was on board wben the disaster oc- 
curred. 


The Cymbehne is owned by C. F. 


Bowring of Liverpool, England. 
She was to have returned to Port 
Arthur, Texas, next month. 


The dry dock was built on the 


Clyde in 1921 at a cost of $5,000,- 
900 and towed across the Atlantic.

than 2,000 bonus-seeking veterans 
descended on the Capitol today as 
the Senate prepared for an oratori- 
cal clash On cash payment of their 
$2,400,000,000 service compensa- 
tion certificates. 


The veterans swarmed into the 


Senate gallanes and invaded the 
Senate otfice building to make last 
minute personal pleas to Senators 
to support their cause. 


With Senate leaders claiming a 


clear majority against the Patrnan- 
Thomas bill and determined 
to 


reach a vote before night the bed- 
raggled bonus veterans appeared to 
be pursuing a lost cause. 


The veterans were, as usual, or- 


derly in their demonstration. The 
chief reason for the early "invas- 
ion" of the capitol was a rush to 
obtain some of the 300 seats m the 
galleries alloted to the general pub- 
lic. Thosa who could not get m 
stood m long lines awaiting their 
turn while others gathered on the 
capitol steps and in the 
office 


building.

This was announced today 
by David M. Auch, secretary of 
The Ohio Bankers association.

Saving Food by Careful Handling, 


* What may 1re economy in the 
buying of food, often depends on 
the means and space for keeping 
food, and also the carg in handl- 
ing it, after it is bought. With a 
good refrigerator 
in "the flouse 


many of tbe food-keeping problems 
are solved, but the home without 
a refrigerator 
ha's Its troubles 


Th'erej are, however, some 
foods 


that never should be kept m a re- 
frigerator, but must be cared for 
in some cither way. In any case, 
care in handling, a knowledge of 
the dangers of food poisoning, and 
precautions against contaminations 
of food are necessary to protect 
the family's health as well as its 
pocketbook. 


The housekeeper 
must guard 


against different kinds of spoilage 
Some foods change texture, some 


flavor, others become actually 
ful. Green vegetables wilt be- 


cause tfceir moisture 
evaporates. 


Crackers and cookies, on the other 
hand, take up moisture from the 
air and thereby lose their crisp- 
ness. Light affects some-kinds 6f 
food. 
It hastens' the ripening of 


fresh fruits and vegetable's, and it 
is bad for fats and oils, which "be- 
comes rancid 
in the light and 


warmth. 


The most important and the 


most troublesome cause of spoilage 
are bactena, yeasts, and molds— 
Microscopic forma of life which ex- 
ist almost everywhere and- develop 
rapidly under certain conditions 
Careful washing of all 'fruits and 


vegetables that are to be eaten 
raw IB one precaution a^inst these 
organisms, and cooking will des- 
tnjy them as a rule. Low tempera- 
ture (between GO and 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit) in a ventilated con- 
tainer, will retard their develop- 
ment, and will also check the rip- 
ening of berners, tomatoes, peach- 
es and other fruits. 
Lettuce and 


all the salad vegetables should be 
put away in moist wrapping or in 
a. covered, ventilated dish or pan 
in the coolest place available 


Milk presents a special problem. 


Fresh bottled milk is best kept in 
the bottles in which it is delivered. 
.They should be brought indoors as 
soon .as possibile 
after delivery, 


washed," and placed in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator. In an ice 
refrigerator this will be found im- 
mediately below the ice chamber, 
in a mechanical refrigerator 
the 


coolest place is nearest the point 
where the cold air comes from t 
cooling unit. If there is no refri- 
gerator, evaporated milk and dried 
milk may be found convenient in 
summer 
Evaporated milk can be 


bought in cans small enough to be 
used up at once, and in the un- 
opened can it will keep indefinitely. 
Dried milk, sold in 1 pound cans or 
larger, will keen for days after the 
can is opened if tightly covered. 


Cuts of meat from the market 


should l)e unwrapped as .soon as de- 
livered, and the meat put away 'n 
a clean, dry uncovered dish, m the 
coldest part of the refrigerator. If 
there is no refrigerator, the meat 
should be used at once. 
This is 


particularly important to remem- 
ber with reference to liver and the 
other edible organs, and fish and 
all sea foods which spoil even more 
quickly than other kinds of meat. 


One of the most troublesome pro- 


blems is the keeping of left-over 
meats, fish, gravies, "dishes with 
cream sauce, custards boiled salad 
dressing, soup, bouillon, sandwich 
fillines, etc 
Cooked meat can best 


be stored if loosely wrapped or 
covered, to prevent drying out oo 
rapidly. Keep it as cold as possi- 
ble and do not slice until just be- 
fore serving

Fried, 
salty, greasy foods, and particu- 
larly foods rich in fat, should be 
avoided. All foods k^own to cause 
digestive disturbances should be 
avoided, and excessive eating is 
never advisable.

taken at meals, and six to eight 
glasses dailj.
